CAIRO. Egypt ‘if — Egypt’s day­ 
old Cabinet led by strongm an MaJ. 
Gen. Mohammed Naguib Tuesday 
: okayed Army - backed 
m easures 
I cutting up the nation's big landed , 
estates and reorganizing political 
parties with the eventual aim of : 
dissolving those now existing. 
The 51-year-old Army com m and­ 
er's new governm ent announced , 
after a 9 4 hour session—-longest ! 
In Egyptian history — that It had 
approved legislation limiting own- : 
ership of arable land to 200 acres 
per person. 
In a statement issued after the I 
meeting. Naguib described the leg­ 
islation as “the first step towards 
rebuilding Egypt’s social and eco­ 
nomic structure.” 
Issue* Decree 
The powerful 
Army 
chieftain, 
who became sole ruler of Egypt by 
taking over the premiership Sun­ 
day following the resignation of 
Premier Aly Maher, added more 
weight to his already extensive au­ 
thority today. 
A royal decree, issued by the 
authority of the Regency Council 
functioning 
for 
the 
infant 
King 
Fuad II, nam ed Naguib military 
governor of Egypt under the mar­ 
tial law proclaim ed following the 
Jan 26 fire riots in Cairo. 
Naguib also heads the War and 
Navy Ministries in his own Cabinet 
and Is com m ander-in-chief of the 
arm ed forces. He led the Army 
coup which ousted King Farouk 
July 28. 
The m easure, approved by the 
Cabinet Tuesday, calls for expropria­ 
tion of all land above 200 acres 
under single ownership within five 
years One fifth of the total is to 
be taken over each year.

standing of the physical world in 
which he lives, who has learned to 
base his judgements on reliable 
evidence and who has a clear con­ 
cept of whi t is proper in the re­

individual 
and 
society. 
He can interpret present events 
in the light of the past and can 
learn from his own experience.” 
Rt. Rev. John L. Sheridan, pres­ 
ident of the college, in outlining 
that 
Ideal 
of

education 
added: “The certain kind of man 
we seek to produce has acquired 
the art of learning from the ex­ 
periences of the race, from the 
formulae of the scientist, from the j 
conclusions of the historian, the ! 
wisdom 
of the 
philosopher, 
the 
monuments

poet, 
artist, 1 
musician. All these things the lib­ 
erally educated man has learned 
to assimilate to make of them a 
governing force in his own life. 
School Began In 1807 
“ We feel that there is more need 
now than ever for such men, for 
there have been produced so many 
men who are so highly trained in j 
one science or art that they cannot j 
see the totality of life. We feel 
that now more than ever, in this 
day of specialization, there is a 
great need for liberally educated 
men in the world.” 
The school began its existence J 
in 1807-08. Rev. Fr. Dubois, found­ 
er of the college, came to E m ­ 
mitsburg in 1794 to serve as pas­ 
tor of the Em m itsburg Catholic 
Church and as pastor of a nearby j 
church at Elder’s Station. 
Father Dubois began his educa­ 
tional ventures in 1805 when he 
established 
what 
he 
called 
the 
Cinquapin School, near E m m its­ 
burg. After a year or two, the 
educator-priest, deciding that the 
Cinquapin School did not meet the 
requirements of the time as he 


saw them, abandoned that project 
and in 1807 he asked permission of 
his bishop to establish a college 
to 
be 
known 
as 
Mount 
Saint 
Mary's, located on the mountain 
of the same name near Em m its­ 
burg. Father Dubois planned from 
the 
beginning 
that 
the 
college 
should train both laymen and sem ­ 
inarians and wrote many eloquent 
letters the the bishop outlining the 
need for a more highly educated 
laity and priesthood. 
65 Students In 1809 
In 
1808 he constructed 
a 
log 
building, apparently the first ac­ 
tual building put up for the col­ 
lege, and by 1809 he wrote that 
there 
were 
65 
students 
in 
the 
school. 
Shortly after the building was 
constructed: 
it 
burned 
to 
the 
ground 
Father Dubois expressed 
his' philosophy at that point. He 
inferred that he was rather glad 
the structure had burned, because 
he had a great number of new 
id e a s -fer its improvement and as 
a result of the fire would have a 
chance to carry them out in con­ 
structing a new building. 
In 1808 when the college opened, 
the country was still to a large 
extent undeveloped and somewhat 
primitive, 
by 
comparison 
with 
such centers 
as 
Baltimore 
and 
Philadelphia. 
Distinguished Students 
Early students wrote of visiting 
with Indians in the area, ad of 
going, along with the faculty m em ­ 
bers, to fish in Tom's Creek and 
other* stream s nearby in between 
college chores. 
One of the early students was 
a nephew' of George Washington, 
the founder of the nation. 
Another early student was Je­ 
rome Napoleon Bonaparte, a neph­ 
ew of Teh Napoleon. 
Assistance for the college, dur­ 
ing 
its 
formative 
years, 
came 
from many persons, among them 
the King of France, Louis XVIII, 
who sent the struggling school 3,- 
000 francs to help it during one 
of the m any early financial diffi­ 
culties. 
Weathered AH Storms 
As with most schools of the for­ 
mative years of the nation finan­ 
cial and other crises seemed to 
plague the administrations almost 
yearly. By prayer and by aid of 
many outsiders and the loyalty of 
its graduates however the school 
was able to weather all of the 
storms. 
One problem that threatened to 
destroy the college was the Civil 
War. It called most of the students
